DETROIT, May It—A special to The 


News from Shepherd, Mich., says: At 10 
o'clock Sunday night an extra freight 
freight from the north approaching the 
yard here, ran into fourteen loaded log 
cars, wrecking engine No. 30 and the ca- 
boose. The men on this train jumped 
and escaped injury. The force of the col- 
lision started thirteen cars down the 
grade through the Shepherd yard to a 
mile south of Shepherd, where the train 
was being loaded with logs. In a colli- 
sion which followed three men were killed 
and thirteen injured. 


The Mit of Victims. 


Following is the list of the killed and 


injured: Killed-Z. Bigelow, Clark E. 
Stubble, Sherwood Clarke, all of Shep- 
herd. Injured—Charles Walling, badly 
bruised and head smashed; Jay Struble, 
slightly bruised: John Kennedy, bruised 
slightly; Amos Pickett, breast injured; 
O. P. Farrell, shoulder badly smashed 
and dangerous scalp .wounds; C. Hunt- 
ington, back injured; Frank Hartford, 
spine injured; Augustus Rider, head and 
leg badly injured; George Starr, shoul- 
der bruised; Lew Cole, Collar bone brok- 
en; James Wilson, severely bruised. All 
these also lived in Shepherd. Conductor 
Anway, of Owosso, was slightly injured 
and Brakemau Squiers, of Owosso. had 
his breast and head injured. The injured 
were quartered at farm houses, except a 
few who were able to be moved to their 
homes. 


RAGING FOREST FIRES. 


A Number of Men Terribly Burned iu

FRIGHTFUL RIDE ON THE RAIL. 


A Runaway Train on Raton Mountain In 


Colorado. 


TRINIDAD, Colo.," May 11.—A serious 


wreck occurred on the Santa Fe road 
several miles west of here Sunday night. 
A freight train of twenty can loaded with 
cattle started down Raton Mountain but 
became unmanageable, because the air- 
brakes failed to work. The train gained 
a frightful speed, and while turning a 
*htirp curve the engine and tender broke 
away from the train and sixteen cars 
went over an embankment twenty feet 
high, smashing the cars into kindling 
wood and killing 360 cattle. Brakeman 
J. M. Kearns was slightly hurt and four 
tramps stealing their way over the road 
are reported buried in the wreck. The 
four last cars of the train are the only 
ones that remained on the track. The 
road la torn up for several hundred feet 
•nd the loss to the company is estimated 
at 185.000. 


Big Stock of Groceries Destroyed.

gett & Co.'* wholesale grocery house, near 
Canal street and West Broadway, caught 
flrefSunday and before it was gotten un- 
der control the immense stock was ruined 
and the building badly damaged. The 
building was nine stories high, which 
made the fire difficult to fight.

Hereafter all Illegitimate chil- 
dren of Christians are to become legiti- 
mate upon the marriage of their parents, 
on condition of proper announcement 
made by the latter to the judicial author- 
ities. Even in cases where marriage is 
annulled, or declared to have been illegal, 
the children are to have all the rights ol 
legitimate offspring. The decree affects a 
vast multitude of children in Russia, 
where illegitimacy has been extremely 
common. 


Does Not Like Long Sermons. 


BERLIN, May ll.-The kaiser has given 


great offense to the orthodox community 
by ordering the court chaplains to cur- 
tail the length of their sermons, which, 
in future, must not exceed ten minutes, 
whatever may be the occasion. The em- 
peror instances several occasions upon 
wh ich he has been detained in church fot 
from five to seven minutes beyond the 
time alloted for divine worship, and h» 
adds: "This is not to occur again."

QUICK WIT OF THE MESSENGER. 


He TakM All the 9Ioney and Valuables 


and riaces Them in the Stove, and 
When the Bandit! Go Through Hii 
Car They Secure Only S50O—Arrest ol 
the Leader of a Gang of Freight 
Thieves. 
GDTEEIE, O. T., May 11.—The skill witb 


which the Wells-Fargo express car of the 
Santa Fe train was robbed Sunday night 
was only excelled by the skill with wbich 
the express messenger guarded 
the 


property in his charge from the bandits. 
When the robbers boarded the train at 
Warton the messenger was looking out 
of the door of his car, and seeing what 
was going on immediately apprehended 
the danger. He closed and locked hia 
doors and then commenced to hide the 
money and valuables in his keeping iu 
places of safety, where they would escape 
detection by the robbers. 
While the 


bandits were detaching the engine and 
express car from the rest of the train and 
were running it to the place where the 
robbery occurred, two miles distant, the 
messenger disposed of most of the valu 
ables in places of safety. Then he locked 
the safe. 


Fut the Money in the Stove. 


When the robbers appeared at the door 


of the express car be made a show of re- 
sistance, but finally admitted them. They 
immediately made for the safe and de- 
manded that it be -opened. With feigned 
reluctance the messenger opened it, and 
at the command of the leader handed out 
the contents, among which was a pack 
age of worthless papers which he told the 
robbers was a valuable package of money. 
Most of the money had been bidden m 
the stove, which was not being used. In 
the search which the robbers made of the 
car they overlooked that hiding-place, 
but they stumbled upon a package of 
$500, which they secured. Finding noth- 
ing else of value they made their escape. 


Only Obtained. ».->OO. 


The amount secured by the robbers is 


given out by the Santa Fe officials as $500. 
A large force of United States deputy 
marshals was organized Ht Gut trie as 
soon as the news of the robbery had been 
received and a pursuit of the robbers was 
immediately begun. It is believed that 
the robbers are hiding at Turkey Creek, 
1. T., whether the posse is now making 
its way. There seems to be no doubt that 
the bandits were the notorious Dalton 
boys. 


STOLE FROM FREIGHT CARS. 


The I.eadpr of a Gang: of Train Robbers 


Placed Under Arrest. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., May 11.—The leader 


of a band of train robbers who operated 
in Virginia was brought into the city at 1 
o'clock Sunday morning by Detective 
Baldwin of the Norfolk and Western 
Railroad company and lodged in the 
county jail. The man under arrest is 
John Meban, who was for a time yard 
master of the railroad division at Roan- 
oakf, Va. For some time serious rob 
beries of valuable goods from freight 
cara took place, but as the seals on the 
cars weie not broken it was almost im- 
possible to find out where the robberies 
took place. As Mehan possessed sealing 
irons it was a simple matter to rob the 
cars and reseal them. Alt of the gang 
were arrested and pleaded guilty, but 
Meban got away. Detective Baldwin lo 
cated him Friday in Dakota after a chase 
of 5,000 miles. He left with his prisoner 
for Virginia. 


An Old Soldier Murdered. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., 
May 
11.—Henry 


Aulfuss, an inmate of the soldiers' home, 
was missed from that institution Satur- 
day evening. Shortly after noon Sunday 
his body was found in Honey creek, about 
four miles from the home. Several deep 
gashes were found on bis head, and his 
hands and feet were tied with a stout rope. 
There is no doubt that he was murdered 
and then thrown into the creek. He was 
a member of Company K, Twenty-eigth 
Ohio, and about 55 years of age. Aulfuss 
had money with him when he left the 
home, but it was missing from the body. 


Street Can Tied Dp at Grand Rapidi. 
GBAKD RAPID'S, Mich., May 11.—Every- 


body in this city is walking as a result of 
a street car strike which tied up every 
line iu the city. The main cause of the 
strike was an order compelling the men 
to sign an iron-clad contract by which 
they agree to work ten hours a day or 
more, and also be responsible for dam- 
ages to the property of the company or 
injury to patrons resulting from acci- 
dents. The company will probably atr 
tempt to run cars with non-union men, 
in which event trouble is expected as the 
strikers have the support of the fifty-flve 
labor unions of the city. 


The Typhoid at Chicago. 


CHICAGO, May 11.—Seventy deaths from 


typhoid fever was the record for last 
week, as against seventeen for the corre- 
sponding week of last year. The total 
number afflicted with the disease now at 
the county hospital is 155 It is impossi- 
ble to estimate the number of cases in 
private families, but physicians agree 
that the disease is increasing to an alarm- 
ing extent, and that one of the main 
causes is the bad condition of the drink- 
ing water.

REVOLUTION IN BELGIUM. 


A Specimra of the French Style Prom- 


it*d by the Socialist!. 


LONDON, May 11.—Thirty-eight suffrage 


meetings were held yesterday in Brussels, 
and other cities in Belgium atul the at- 
tendance numbered hundreds of them 
sands. Many of the speeches oiade were 
of the most violent character, the speak- 
ers urging that the working people must 
at any hazard assert their right to a share 
in the government. The upper classes 
were warned that their oligarchy was ap 
preaching a close, and that nothing short 
of universal suffrage, promptly granted, 
would be likely to avert a revolution, A 
Socialist orator in Brussels asserted that 
the day was not far distant when royalty 
would be brought down as it had been 
brought down by the French revolution, 
and that the bayonets employed to prop 
up thrones would be turned against those 
who sat on the thrones. 


The King Favor* Concession. 


The utterances were enthusiastically 


applauded. At Ghent, where the suf- 
frage agitation has heretofore been com- 
paratively undemonstrative, the people 
assembled in thousands, and in such a 
threatening manner as to call for the in 
terference of the military and police to 
prevent rioting. "In Antwerp, Ghent, 
Leige and Cbarleroix,as well as Brussels, 
the garrisons were kept ready for instant 
service, and the police were reinforced 
by gen'darmes. The utmost anxiety is 
felt by the authorities as to the future, 
and it is said that both king and cabinet 
favor ample concessions on the suffrage 
issue as a means of placating the work- 
ing classes. 


But Parliament Is Stubborn. 


The majority of parliament is, however, 


still stubbornly opposed to the surrender 
of the powers and privileges wbich the 
upper orders in Belgium have so long 
possessed exclusively, and the farthest 
they are willing to go is to place the suf- 
frage within reach of the lesser taxpay 
en, still excluding the vast majority of 
the workingmen. In England and Ger- 
many the situation is viewed witb equal 
anxiety, as it is felt that the agitation is 
favorable to France, and that the Social- 
ist element would rise en masse in behalf 
of France in the event of war. M 


THE ALIEN LABOR LAW. 


Secretary Foster's 
Killing! on Same 


Questions Asked from Vermont. 


WASHINGTON CITY, May 11.—Secretary 


Foster has written a letter to the collec- 
tor of customs at Burlington, Vt., in 
wbich he defines bis on position the opera- 
tion o! the alien contract law along the 
Canadian border. The condition ot af- 
fairs is as follows: The Canadian Pacific 
railway crosses and recrosaes the interna- 
tional boundary line, running partly in 
Canada and partly iu the United States. 
The railway road repairers, etc., work 
along the line in both countries and are 
mostly Canadians. The collector wants 
to know whether these employes must be 
changed everytime the line is crossed. 


The Secretary's Reply. 


Another point is that the Canadian Pa- 


cific sendsjmen into the United States to 
work temoirarily as station agents, yard 
men, etc., and a definition of the alien la- 
bor law is asked on this matter also. Sec- 
retary Foster replies that as to the road 
repairers, etc., and 
also as to con- 


ductors, engineers and brakemen, they 
do Dot come under the alien law. But he 
declines to extend this ruling to station 
agents, yard men and other employes of 
that character. 


CONDITION OF THE CROPS. 


Wheat, Rye, and Barley Do In; Finely— 


Effect of the Frost on Fruit. 


WASHINGTON CITY, May 11.—The depart- 


ment of agriculture's report for April of 
the condition of the crops says that the 
condition of wheat April 30 was 97.9 per 
cent.; rye, 
97.V; barley, 96.2; grass, 97. 


This is an advance of one point in wheat 
and the same in rye, and the condition is 
very uniform, no state averaging less 
than 93 in wheat, rye, or barley. The ef- 
fect of the recent cold weather on the fruit 
has been to damage strawberries, grapes, 
cherries, and peaches, but not so much as 
was expected, In some states, however, 
the damage is very serious. In Kentucky 
grapes are rained, and in Ohio the fruit 
suffered from 30 to 80 per cent. In Michi- 
gan the reports are very conflicting. Ev- 
erywhere early vegetables suffered more 
or less. 


Shot Bar Bad Husband. 


CHICAGO, May 11.—Mrs. Alfred Tousley 


went to the jail at Austin, a Chicago sub- 
urb, 
Saturday, and obtaining an inter- 


view with her husband, who was incar- 
cerated for disturbing the peace of a fam- 
ily witb whom his stepdaughter, Fxlna 
Tousley lived, and shot him dead. Ed- 
na's father was Alfred's brother, and 
Mrs. Tousley said that Alfred had de- 
bauched bis niece aad stepdaughter, be- 
ginning when she was only 6 years old. 
It was to continue his crime that he dis- 
turbed the household, where Edna WHS 
staying. She is a young woman of 20 
now. 
Tousley was a thief and gambler, 


and the police say that his wife is also 
euilty of complicity with robbery. 


REMARKABLE CASE OF SUICIDE. 


Cremated Herself Rather Thau Go to the 


Poor Home. 


HAZLETOS, Pa., May 11.—Mrs. Connelly, 


aged HO, committed suicide yesterday by 
setting fire to her bed. She had of late 
been very infirm and the neighbors, who 
have kept her for the past twenty years, 
decided to send her to the alms house 
where she would receive good care. She 
suspected this and rather than suffer 
what she considered an indignity burned 
herself to death.

two years ago Mrs. Mary Green appliec 
for admission to the hospital, and re 
quested that an operation be perforinec 
for the recovery of her false teeth and plate, 
which she insisted she bad swallowed. 
After an examination the physicians tie 
clared that there was no foreign substance 
of the kind in the woman's stomach. She 
declared, however, that she could feel the 
teeth iu the upper part ot the stomach, 
and an operation was performed. Believ- 
ing the case to be one of mental disorder, 
the doctor acknowledged finding the teeth 
in order to satisfy Mrs. Green. She was 
better for a while, but again asserted that 
she could feel the teeth. 


Finally Found in the Gullet. 


She went to New York, where at a 


homeopathic hospital another operation 
was performed, but no teeth could be 
found. Fridty morning Mrs. Green died 
of consumption, and at the post-mortem 
Dr. Blodgett and his assistants found the 
plate and teeth in the woman's gullet, 
about two inches above the stomach. The 
curved plate fitted the pipe so well thai 
there was no obstruction to food as it 
passed dawn the throat, and the plate 
was already partly encysted by a growth 
of flesh over the edge ol the metal. The 
physicians believe it to be the only case ol 
the kind ou record.

He rested 
easily after that, and it was thought he 
would gell, but peritonitis set in and he 
died the next day.

Shelby M. Cnliom informs the world that 


It is his private thought tbat tbe republican 
party ought to succeed.

The National Association of Canned 


Goods Packers had a meeting at Chicago 
last week. T. L. Bunting, of New York, 
read a paper at one of the sessiors. 
The 


paper treated of our ttn industry. Banting 
related the efforts that were made by tht 
association a year ago to prevent an in- 
crease of the doty on On plate. The fail- 
ure of this effort was told and also the pre- 
dictions that were made at the tJme by tbe 
canned goods men. Some of the promises 
of MeKlnley's committee were also recalled 
for tbe convention. Then Mr. Bunting 
goes onto say: 


"A year has passed since that interim, 


aeron months have passed since the bill

dimes for competing with them in the 
manufacture of ttn plate. They went home 
Imbued with the belief that they need have 
no present fear. 
From Jan. 1 to April 20 there were im- 


ported 1,550,191 boxes of plate, an excess 
over last year for the same time of .553,238 
boxes. No wonder there are to be foand 
those who are carrying an overload and 
who sell at a sacrifice. But when specula- 
tion is sifted out of the deal the price of tin 
acthe lowest will be the normal price rating 
in 1889, namely, S4.30. with the Increase 
duty added." 
The tax levied against us by the govern- 


ment amounts to over $8,000 to an institu- 
tion using only 1,000,000 cans per season. 
But there are many canneries that use 
3,000,000 cans. The tariff cost advances 
canned goods 1 cent a can to consumers. 
As the great bulk of consumers gauge their 
purchases of food supply in self-denial, the 
result is restriction'in consumption. The 
laborer in London can buy our canned 
tomatoes 6 cents a dozen cheaper than can 
his American competitor, which doubtless is 
an overshot in the aim of high protection- 
ists. Another strange incongruity in the 
system offers a premium to the wealthy 
consumers of tin-plate for them to buy tbe 
imported plate. The exporters of mineral 
oil—the Standard Oil company—the ex- 
porters of meats—the Armours, Swifts, 
Hammonds, Fairbanks, etc., and the ex- 
porters of salmon, the wealthy packers on 
the western coast, through the rebate sys- 
tem which refunds on exports 99 per cent 
of the tariff on imported tin used, are prac- 
tically prevented from becoming patrons of 
the American tin-plate. The sap does not 
reach our weak, struggling industry, for out 
of a total of canned goods exports last 
season of $56,000,000 there was $44,658,000 
for mineral oil, 86,787,190forcanned meats, 
|3,259,344 for canned salmon and only 
81,073,185 for canned fruits and vegetables. 


The above Is what the men most directly 


interested as consumers of tin-plate have to 
say about the efforts the republican papers 
are now puffing so loudly. The men who 
run canneries do not think that the factories 
on paper are going to help them out much. 
And then what has The Rep to say about 
the provision of the McKfnley bill that 
makes it easy for the Armours and Swifts 
and the Standard Oil company to avoid 
high-priced American tin? Those fellows 
will square matters with the kind republi- 
can party when Wanamaker goes -around 
with bis campaign subscription paper.

MAIL ROBBERY IN NEW YORK. 


Smooth KMCHll Plunder the Street Boies 


_ * of Their Contents. 


NEW YORK, May 6 —A very skillfully 


organized gang of mail robbers is now 
operating in this city. The mails are 
robbed every night Street letter boxes 
are opened without detection and parcels 
and letters carried away. The thieves 
are in possession of keys to the boxes, 
which they have used uninterruptedly 
and to evident great advantage.
